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JOHN  CONN  OF  GROTON,  MASS., 

AND 

SOME  OF  HIS  DESCENDANTS

Hitherto  little  has  appeared  in  print  about  the  family  of  which 
John  Conn  of  Groton,  Mass.,  who  died  in  1759,  was  the  earliest 
New  England  ancestor.  Many  of  his  descendants  lived  in  Harvard, 
Ashburnham,  and  neighboring  towns  in  northern  Massachusetts, 
some  of  them  crossed  the  border  into  southern  New  Hampshire,  and 
one  branch,  in  which  the  compiler  of  this  article  is  especially  in¬ 
terested,  made  its  way  through  Vermont  into  New  York,  whence 
some  of  its  members  moved  westward  to  Michigan.  To  the  Ash¬ 
burnham  Conns,  who  were  descended  from  John3  Conn,  a  grandson 
of  the  immigrant  ancestor  of  the  family,  the  late  Hon.  Ezra  Scollay 
Stearns  devoted  some  two  or  three  pages  of  his  excellent  “  History 
of  Ashburnham,”  and  in  Cochrane’s  “  History  of  the  Town  of  An¬ 
trim,  New  Hampshire,”  an  account  is  given  of  the  family  of  Jef¬ 
ferson5  Conn,  with  some  statements  about  his  ancestry;  but  both 
Stearns  and  Cochrane  trace  back  the  New  England  line  only  as  far 
as  George2  Conn  of  Harvard,  a  son  of  John1  Conn  of  Groton,  and 
represent  this  George2  Conn  as  the  first  immigrant  ancestor  of  the 
family.  Stearns,  moreover,  was  unable  to  furnish  any  information 
about  the  descendants  of  George4  Conn,  a  son  of  the  first  settler  of 
the  name  in  Ashburnham  and  ancestor  of  the  Conns  of  New  York 
and  Michigan. 

In  the  present  article  an  abstract  of  the  will  of  John1  Conn  of 
Groton  is  given,  which  proves  that  he  was  the  founder  of  this  family 
in  New  England,  although  it  is  probable  that  all  his  children  were 
born  in  the  Old  World.  From  this  will  and  from  other  papers  in 
the  probate  files  of  Middlesex  and  Worcester  Counties,  Mass.,  from 
Middlesex  County  deeds  prior  to  1800,  from  the  printed  vital  records 
of  several  Massachusetts  towns,  notably  those  of  Harvard  and  Ash¬ 
burnham,  from  various  town  histories,  such  as  those  of  Groton, 
Harvard,  and  Ashburnham,  Mass.,  and  Antrim,  N.  H.,  from  gene¬ 
alogical  notes  collected  by  the  late  Granville  Priest  Conn,  M.D., 
of  Concord,  N.  H.,  and  from  records  about  George4  Conn  {vide 
infra ,  No.  7)  and  his  descendants  which  have  been  assembled  by  his 
greah-great-granddaughter,  the  compiler  of  this  article,  it  has  been 
possible  to  prepare  the  following  genealogy,  which  embraces  many 
families  in  New  England,  New  York,  and  Michigan  whose  ancestral 
lines  are  traced  to  John1  Conn  of  Groton,  through  his  second  son, 
George2  Conn  of  Harvard. 

1.  John1  Conn,  born  about  1684,  probably  in  the  northern  part 
of  Ulster,  Ireland,  died  at  Groton,  Mass.,  16  Mar.  1759,  in  his  76th 
year.  He  married,  probably  in  Ireland,  Rosanna - ,  who  sur¬ 

vived  him  and  was  living,  non  compos  mentis,  as  late  as  11  May  1767. 
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Descendants  of  John  Conn  of  Groton ,  Mass . 

He  was  a  Scotch-Irish  Presbyterian,  and  was  probably  the  first  of 
this  family  to  emigrate  to  New  England.  He  was  of  Littleton, 
Middlesex  Co.,  Mass.,  as  early  as  22  May  1747,  when  Salmon  Whitney 
of  that  town,  yeoman,  gave  him  a  mortgage  on  150  acres  of  land  in 
the  westerly  part  of  Littleton,  being  all  of  the  said  Whitney’s  lands 
in  Littleton,  with  all  the  buildings  thereon,  including  the  dwelling 
house  of  the  said  Whitney,  this  mortgage  being  made  to  secure  a 
loan  from  John  Conn  to  Whitney  of  500  pounds,  old  tenor,  maturing 
22  May  1748.  (Middlesex  Deeds,  vol.  45,  p.  728.)  On  5  Mar.  1750 
[1750/1]  John  Conn,  being  then  styled  of  Littleton,  husbandman, 
bought  of  Samuel  Scripture,  Jr.,  and  Alexander  McHard,  both  of 
Groton,  Middlesex  Co.,  Mass.,  husbandmen,  for  220  pounds,  lawful 
money,  various  parcels  of  land  in  Groton,  with  the  easterly  half  of 
a  dwelling  house  and  of  the  cellar  under  the  same  and  the  whole  of 
the  barn,  these  parcels  containing  respectively  50  acres,  30  acres 
(with  the  house  mentioned),  6  acres,  8  acres,  and  9  acres  —  in  all 
103  acres.  (76.,  vol.  50,  p.  25.)  He  then,  apparently,  took  up  his 
residence  in  Groton,  where  his  gravestone  is  found,  bearing  the 
following  inscription: 

“  Here  lies  the  Body  of  Mr  John  Conn  who  departed  this  Life  March 
16th  1759  in  the  76th  Year  of  his  Age.”  (Green’s  Groton  Epitaphs, 
p.  33.) 

In  his  will,  dated  29  Nov.  1758,  John  Conn  of  Groton,  Middlesex 
Co.,  yeoman,  “  being  at  this  time  week  and  Infirm  in  Body,”  dis¬ 
poses  of  his  estate  as  follows:  To  his  wife,  Rosanna  Conn,  he  gives 
the  “youse  and  Improvement  or  Income  of  all  my  housing  and 
Land  in  Groton  during  her  natteral  Life  that  I  shall  not  otherwise 
despose  of,”  and  “all  my  .  .  .  personall  Estate  of  Every  Kind  .  .  . 
Resarving  the  youse  and  Improvement  of  all  my  Husbundrey  tools 
to  my  son  Jacob  Gr[a]gg  so  Long  as  my  wife  shall  Live.”  To  his 
daughter,  Margret  Gragg,  and  her  heirs  one-half  of  all  his  lands  in 
Groton,  “after  the  desess  of  me  and  my  wife.”  To  his  two  sons, 
John  Conn  and  George  Conn,  their  heirs  and  assigns  for  ever,  “all 
my  Lands  and  Bildings  in  Groton  that  I  have  not  desposed  of  to 
my  daughter  Gragg,  .  .  .  provided  my  sd  son  John  Conn  shall 
Come  or  send  to  new  england  himself  to  Rec[ei]ve  his  parte  himself 
and  in  Case  he  should  Come  Come  or  send  then  this  half  to  be 
equelly  divided  betwen  my  sd  sons  John  Conn  and  George  Conn 
their  heirs  for  ever.”  In  case  his  said  son  should  not  come  or  send 
within  seven  years  next  after  his  decease,  his  will  is  that  his  son-in- 
law  Jacob  Gragg  and  his  son  George  Conn  “should  have  and  InJoye 
equely  this  parte  of  the  Land  that  I  have  Given  to  my  son  John,” 
and  they  shall  pay  to  his  said  son  John  £33.  13s.  4d.,  each  of  them, 
“upon  his  Coming  to  Rec[ei]ve  it.”  To  his  granddaughter  Elisbath 
Conn  £13.  6s.  8cl.,  in  seven  years  after  his  decease,  to  be  paid  equally 
by  his  two  sons,  John  and  George  Conn,  or,  if  John  should  not 
come  in  seven  years,  then  this  bequest  is  to  be  paid  by  his  son  George 
Conn  and  his  son-in-law  Jacob  Gragg,  who  are  to  pay  to  the  tes¬ 
tator’s  son  John  “so  much  short”  of  what  the  testator  has  ordered 
them  to  pay  him.  To  his  son  Thomas  Conn  one-half  of  all  his 
lands  “in  South  Careliner  in  Wonyon  upon  pede  River  so  Called

and  the  other  half  of  my  Lands  situated  as  aforsd  in  Carelinor  I 
Give  ...  to  my  two  Grandsons  John  Conn  of  Harvard  and  John 
Gragg  of  Groton.”  All  these  bequests  are  made  on  condition  that 
the  testator’s  son  Jacob  Gragg  shall  “Husband  the  place  well  where 
I  now  Live,  with  so  much  of  the  Labour  of  my  negros  as  I  or  my 
wife  shall  see  Cause  to  assign[?]  them”  and  shall  “Give  me  or  my 
wife  and  the  Longest  Liver  of  us  the  whole  InCome  of  all  that  shall 
be  Raised  or  Grow  on  the  whole  of  my  farm  evrey  year  during  my 
Life  and  my  wifs  and  the  Longest  Liver  of  us,”  etc.  The  testator 
appoints  as  sole  executrix  his  wife,  Rosanna  Conn,  and  signs  the 
will  as  “John  Conn,”  the  witnesses  being  Nathan  Hubburd,  Benja. 
Stone,  and  William  Lawrance.  The  will  was  proved  30  Apr.  1759, 
administration  being  granted  to  Rosanna  Conn,  the  executrix  named 
therein.  (Middlesex  Probate  Files,  4910.) 

On  7  May  1767  the  selectmen  of  Groton,  in  a  petition  addressed 
to  the  judge  of  probate  for  Middlesex  County,  stated  that  Rosanna 
Conn,  widow  of  Mr.  Jno.  Conn,  late  of  Groton,  deceased,  had  lost 
her  reason  and  on  account  of  age  and  infirmity  was  unable  to  care 
for  herself  or  her  estate.  They  therefore  asked  for  the  appointment 
of  her  son-in-law,  Mr.  Jacob  Gragg  of  said  Groton,  described  in 
another  document  as  “husbandman,”  as  guardian  over  the  said 
Rosanna,  and  the  Court,  holding  that  Rosanna  was  a  person  non 
compos,  made  this  appointment  on  11  May  1767.  But  John  Conn, 
son  of  John  and  Rosanna,  had  come  over  from  Ireland  and  taken 
into  his  hands  his  mother’s  effects,  of  which  he  refused  to  give  any 
account.  Therefore,  at  the  request  of  Jacob  Gragg,  dated  1  June 
1767,  he  was,  as  John  Conn  of  Groton,  cited  by  the  Court  on  10 
June  1767  to  appear  for  examination;  and  at  this  examination,  on 
23  June  1767,  he  mentioned  his  brother  George,  accounted  for  some 
of  his  mother’s  property,  and  said  that  his  mother  had  given  him  a 
note  for  £250  to  bring  his  wife  and  family  from  Ireland.  (Middlesex 
Probate  Files,  4911.) 

The  children  of  John1  Conn  were  said  to  have  been  above  the 
ordinal  height,  with  broad  shoulders  and  powerful  frames,  knit 
together  with  strong,  elastic  muscles.  The  son  John,  it  is  evident, 
did  not  come  to  New  England  until  after  the  father’s  death.  Al¬ 
though  the  births  of  children  of  the  daughter  Margaret  Gragg  are 
found  in  the  Groton  records,  beginning  with  a  son  born  18  Mar. 
1739  [1739/40],  it  is  possible  that  she  was  married  and  that  her  elder 
children  were  born  before  she  came  to  Groton  —  perhaps  in  Ireland. 
Her  brother  George  Conn  was  of  Littleton  on  13  Mar.  1749/50  {vide 
infra),  but  had  probably  been  in  that  town  only  a  short  time,  for  his 
daughter  Rosanna  is  said  to  have  been  born  in  Ireland  about  1745. 
It  is  probable,  therefore,  that  all  the  children  of  John1  Conn  were 
born  in  Ireland;  but  whether  all  of  them  (except  John)  emigrated 
to  New  England  with  their  father  is  uncertain,  as  is  also  the  year  of 
the  father’s  voyage. 

Children,  probably  all  born  in  Ireland: 

i.  John,2  of  Groton  and  Littleton,  Mass.,  yeoman,  husbandman, 
b.  about  1712;  bur.  at  Littleton  7  Nov.  1794,  aged  82  (Littleton 

Town  Records,  printed,  p.  343);  m.  Grace - ,  b.,  probably 

in  Ireland,  about  1714,  bur.  at  Littleton,  as  “The  Widow  Conn,” 
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5  Jan.  1805,  aged  91  (ib.,  p.  349).  He  came  to  Groton  from 
Ireland,  probably  soon  after  his  father’s  death  and  for  the  pur¬ 
pose  of  claiming  his  share  in  his  father’s  estate,  and  on  23  June 
1767  stated  to  the  Probate  Court  of  Middlesex  County  that  his 
mother  had  provided  him  with  the  means  for  bringing  his  wife 
and  family  from  Ireland  (vide  supra).  He  was  in  Groton  as 
early  as  1  Nov.  1763,  when  his  brother  George  Conn  of  Harvard, 
Worcester  Co.,  husbandman,  with  his  wife  Mary,  conveyed  to 
him  (styled  of  Groton,  Middlesex  Co.,  husbandman),  for  £53. 
6s.  8d.,  lawful  money,  a  one-fourth  part  of  the  homestead  “where 
my  honored  Father  John  Conn  late  of  Groton  deceased  last 
dwelt,”  this  being  all  the  grantor’s  interest  in  the  said  home¬ 
stead.  (Middlesex  Deeds,  vol.  83,  p.  90.)  On  16  Apr.  1770,  as 
John  Conn  of  Groton,  yeoman,  he  purchased  of  his  brother-in- 
law,  Jacob  Gragg  of  Groton,  yeoman,  and  the  latter’s  wife  Mar¬ 
garet,  for  £150,  the  one-half  part  of  “all  the  Land  and  Buildings 
that  our  late  Father  Mr  John  Conn  late  of  Groton  died  Seized 
of  in  said  Groton  being  all  the  Right  Title  Interest  and  Claim 
which  We  have  in  and  unto  the  Said  Land  and  Buildings  by 
Virtue  and  Force  of  the  last  Will  &  Testament  of  our  said  late 
Father  John  Conn  deceased,”  and  also  10  additional  acres  that 
had  been  bought  by  the  said  Jacob  Gragg.  (75.,  vol.  83,  p.  91.) 
Having  thus  bought  out  the  rights  of  his  brother  and  sister  in 
his  father’s  farm,  he  seems  to  have  continued  to  live  in  Groton 
until  1782.  On  2  Mar.  1778  he  sold  to  Benjamin  Stone  of  Groton, 
yeoman,  for  £13.  6s.  8d.,  8  acres  of  land  in  Groton  (ib.,  vol.  100, 
p.  211);  and  on  26  Oct.  1782  he,  styled  John  Conn  of  Groton, 
yeoman,  with  his  wife  Grace,  sold  to  Nehemiah  Ramsdell  of 
Harvard,  Worcester  Co.,  yeoman,  for  500  pounds,  lawful  silver 
money,  land  in  Groton,  viz.,  40  acres,  with  dwelling  house,  and 
70  acres,  wdth  barn,  “Meaning  the  whole  of  the  Farm  where 
the  said  John  Conn  now  dwells  which  he  [had]  of  his  Father  & 
Jacob  Gragg”  (ib.,  vol.  85,  p.  6).  Some  four  years  after  this  he 
is  found  in  Littleton,  and  there,  on  19  July  1786,  as  John  Conn 
of  Littleton,  yeoman,  with  Grace,  his  wife,  he  sells  to  Eleanor 
White  of  Littleton,  for  £7.  10s.,  3  acres  of  land  in  Littleton  (ib., 
vol.  106,  p.  454).  On  25  Aug.  1789,  being  still  of  Littleton,  yeo¬ 
man,  he  conve}red  to  Edmund  Farnsworth  of  Littleton,  hus¬ 
bandman,  for  £2,  one-half  “of  my  farm  on  which  I  now  dwell” 
(ib.,  vol.  112,  p.  15).  Edmund  Farnsworth  was  his  son-in-law, 
and  on  5  Sept.  1791  John  Conn,  in  another  deed,  conveyed  to 
him,  for  ten  pounds,  lawful  money,  one-half  of  the  same  farm, 
reserving  to  himself  the  use  of  it  “during  my  natural  life”  (ib., 
vol.  112,  p.  16).  Finally,  on  5  Dec.  1792,  John  Conn  of  Little¬ 
ton,  yeoman,  for  20  shillings  “&  the  love  &  affection  I  have 
toward  my  Daughter  Elizabeth  Gossom,”  conveyed  to  the  said 
Elizabeth  Gossom,  for  her  life,  after  his  own  decease,  one-half  of 
the  farm  on  which  he  then  dwelt  and  one-half  of  all  the  buildings 
thereon  (ib.,  vol.  110,  p.  93).  In  the  two  deeds  to  Edmund  Farns¬ 
worth  and  in  the  deed  to  Elizabeth  Gossom  the  grantor’s  wife 
does  not  relinquish  her  rights  in  the  premises.  About  a  year  and 
eleven  months  after  the  date  of  the  conveyance  to  his  daughter 
John  Conn  died.

1.  Jane,3  m.  Edmund  Farnsworth.  They  had  issue.  (Littleton 

Town  Records,  printed,  pp.  431,  438.)

ii.  Margaret,  living  4  Feb.  1782,  when  she  and  her  husband,  Jacob 
Gragg,  acknowledged  the  deed  of  16  Apr.  1770  in  which  they 
conveyed  to  John  Conn,  Margaret’s  brother,  their  interest  in 
the  homestead  of  their  late  father,  Mr.  John  Conn  of  Groton 
(vide  supra)',  m.,  probably  about  1738,  Jacob  Gragg,  later 
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(1767  and  1770)  called  of  Groton,  husbandman,  yeoman,  who  was 
living  26  Oct.  1782,  when  he  witnessed  the  deed  by  which  his 
brother-in-law.  John  Conn,  conveyed  to  Nehemiah  Ramsdell  the 
Conn  homestead  in  Groton. 

Children  (surname  Gragg),  recorded  at  Groton  (Butler’s  His¬ 
tory  of  Groton,  p.  404),  but  not  all  necessarily  b.  there:

Child  (surname  Craig  [?  Gragg}) : 

1.  John,  b.  11  Jan.  1756.* 

2.  George2  Conn  (John1),  of  Harvard,  Mass.,  husbandman,  born 
about  1716,  probably  in  Ireland,  died  at  Harvard,  a  widower, 
21  Feb.  1796,  aged  80  years.  He  married,  probably  in  Ire¬ 
land,  Mary - ,  who  died  at  Harvard  19  May  1783,  aged 

70  years. 

Apparently  he  came  to  New  England  between  1745  and 
1750,  for  his  daughter  Rosanna  is  said  to  have  been  born  in 
the  north  of  Ireland  about  1745  and  on  13  Mar.  1749,  23 
George  II  [i.e.,  1749/50],  being  then  styled  of  Littleton,  Mass., 
husbandman,  he  purchased  of  Abijah  Willard  of  Lancaster, 
Mass.,  gentleman,  and  his  wife  Elizabeth,  for  £73.  2s.  6d., 
new  tenor,  58J  acres  of  land  in  Harvard,  the  deed  being 
acknowledged  by  the  grantors  27  Apr.  1750.  (Middlesex 
Deeds,  vol.  49,  p.  158.)  He  took  up  his  abode  in  Harvard, 
and  his  son  Thomas  was  baptized  there  20  Oct.  1752.  On  1 
Nov.  1763,  as  George  Conn  of  Harvard,  husbandman,  he  sold, 
as  already  related  (supra,  No.  1,  i),  to  his  brother  John  Conn 
his  one-fourth  part  in  the  homestead  of  his  late  father  in 
Groton.  At  the  reseating  of  the  meeting  house  at  Harvard, 
on  19  May  1766,  George  Conn  and  his  wife  were  seated  in 
the  seventh  seat  below,  and  at  another  reseating,  on  2  Jan. 
1775,  they  were  seated  in  the  third  seat  below.  (Nourse’s 
History  of  Harvard,  pp.  200,  205.)  At  the  outbreak  of  the 
Revolution  his  name  is  found  on  the  muster  roll  of  Capt. 

*Cf.  Butler’s  History  of  Groton,  p.  393.  John1  Conn,  in  his  will,  of  which  an  abstract  is 
given  above,  mentions  his  grandson  John  Gragg  of  Groton;  and,  as  he  had  already  provided 
liberally  in  his  will  for  his  daughter  Margaret  Gragg  and  her  heirs,  it  seems  more  likely  that  this 
grandson,  John  Gragg,  was  the  son  of  another  daughter  who  had  married  a  Gragg  and  had  prob¬ 
ably  died  before  her  father  made  his  will  than  that  he  was  the  son  (of  the  same  name)  of  the  tes¬ 
tator’s  daughter  Margaret,  wdio  had  married  Jacob  Gragg. 
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James  Burt’s  company,  in  Col.  Asa  Whitcomb’s  regiment, 
which  marched  from  Harvard  on  the  alarm  of  19  Apr.  1775 
(ib.,  p.  318). 

Children,  the  first  five,  at  least,  probably  born  in  Ireland:

v.  Rosanna,  b.  in  the  north  of  Ireland  about  1745;  d.  at  Harvard  28 
Oct.  1814,  aged  69  or  70  years;  m.  at  Harvard,  3  May  1768, 
Thomas2  Park  of  Groton,  Mass.,  b.,  probably  at  Glasgow,  Scot¬ 
land,  about  1745,  d.  at  Harvard,  Mass.,  8  June  1806,  aged  61 
years,  son  of  William1  and  Anna  (Law)  Park  of  Groton.  Thomas 
Park  came  to  America  in  1765,  with  his  mother  and  his  brother 
James,  his  father  having  migrated  from  Scotland  to  New  England 
in  1756  and  having  settled  in  Groton  about  1760,  where  his  wife 
and  his  two  younger  sons  joined  him.  William  Park’s  eldest 
son,  John  Park,  came  from  Scotland  to  Groton  in  1767,  with  his 
wife  and  three  children.  Thomas  Park  moved  from  Groton  to 
Shirley  about  1780,  and  from  Shirley  to  Harvard  about  1785, 
where  he  spent  the  remainder  of  his  life.  He  was  a  stonecutter 
by  trade.  In  the  Revolution  he  served  in  Capt.  Henry  Farwell’s 
company,  Colonel  Prescott’s  regiment,  which  responded  to  the 
alarm  of  19  Apr.  1775.  In  the  United  States  Census  of  1790  he 
appears  as  a  resident  of  Harvard,  with  twro  sons  over  16  years, 
three  sons  under  16  years,  and  five  females  in  his  family.  At 
Harvard  he  held  several  town  offices  and  in  1803  and  the  two  fol¬ 
lowing  years  represented  the  town  in  the  Massachusetts  General 
Court.*

Timothy  Ruggles’s  regiment,  in  the  campaign  at  Lake  George 
in  1758,  enlisted  in  the  company  of  Capt.  Aaron  Willard  of 
Lancaster,  Mass.,  for  the  campaign  of  1759,  under  General 
Amherst,  and  in  the  advance  from  Crown  Point  in  1760  was 
rated  as  a  sergeant.  (Nourse’s  History  of  Harvard,  pp.  298, 
299,  300.)  After  the  final  conquest  of  Canada  he  was  one 
of  many  residents  of  Harvard  who  moved  to  the  plantation 
of  Dorchester-Canada,  which  was  incorporated  in  1765  as 
the  town  of  Ashburnham.  (Ih.,  p.  119.)  He  moved  to  that 
plantation  probably  in  1761,  and  was  the  first  Scotch-Irish 
immigrant  to  settle  there.  He  was  a  prominent  citizen  of 
Ashburnham,  and  his  name  is  often  found  in  the  lists  of  town 
officers.  He  was  a  second  lieutenant  in  Capt.  Deliverance 
Davis’s  company  of  militia,  Col.  Asa  Whitcomb’s  regiment, 
which  marched  from  Ashburnham  on  the  alarm  of  19  Apr. 
1775;  and  he  also  appears  as  a  private  on  the  muster  and 
pay  roll  of  Capt.  William  Thurlo’s  company,  which,  by 
order  of  General  Stark  and  Colonel  Warner,  marched  22 
Aug.  1777,  under  command  of  Maj.  Ebenezer  Bridge,  on  an 
alarm  at  Bennington,  Vt.,  and  was  dismissed  by  General 
Lincoln,  after  proceeding  90  miles,  his  term  of  service  being 
9  days. 

The  inventory  of  the  estate  of  John  Conn,  Sr.,  6  Sept.  1803, 
amounted  to  $1,054.70,  viz.,  personal  estate,  $234.70;  house, 
barn,  and  50  acres  of  land,  $800;  and  a  pew  in  the  meeting 
house,  $20.  On  3  July  1804  the  Court  assigned  two-thirds  of 
the  real  estate  of  the  deceased  to  Abel  Hunt  and  his  wife 
Margaret  (a  daughter  of  the  deceased),  and  ordered  the  said 
Hunt  to  pay  to  the  other  children  of  the  deceased  or  to  their 
legal  representatives  the  following  sums,  viz.,  to  the  heirs  of 
John  Conn,  Jr.,  deceased,  $73.01;  to  George  Conn,  $73.01; 
to  Molly  Hemenway,  $102.95;  to  Susanna  Wallace,  $93.67; 
to  Lucy  Spalding,  $91.63;  to  Ruth  Blood,  $89.33  —  a  total  of 
$523.60,  which,  with  Margaret  Hunt’s  own  share,  $91.40, 
amounted  to  $614  [sic].  (Worcester  Probate  Files.)
